Definition: A “Guarantee Minimum Price” is the confidential minimum price which, in certain instances, 
the Galleries has contractually agreed that the seller will receive regardless of whether outside bids at the 
sale equal the guaranteed minimum price. In return for the guarantee the seller agrees to pay a commission 
of 714% of the guaranteed minimum in addition to the standard selling commission. 


Policy: The purpose of guarantees is to minimize the downside risks to the seller at auction sales. From 
the bidder’s point of view, the guaranteed minimum price should be considered as the same or similar to a 
reserve, that is, in no event will this guaranteed price exceed the range of pre-sale estimates which have 
been provided in the estimate sheet and normally will be lower. All consignments which have a minimum 
price guarantee by the Galleries are marked in the catalogue with the letter “G” next to the lot number. 


Implementation: If outside bidding does not reach the guaranteed minimum price, the Galleries will either 
bid for and buy the guaranteed lot (title to the lot passes to the Galleries) or allow the lot to be sold to the 
highest bidder for less than the guaranteed minimum price, the Galleries absorbing the loss. 


“OWNED PROPERTY”

as a principal and not an agent).

Direct purchases are only made at the request of a client and, in these cases, only after 
standard commission sales or guaranteed minimum price sales have been rejected by the client. Reserve prices 
of property owned by the Galleries are set on the same or a lower basis than property sold for other con- 
signors, that is, reserves usually will be set below the low pre-sale estimates provided with this catalogue 
and in no case will they be higher than the low estimates. Any owned property which is unsold at the auction 
will be omitted from the price lists following the sale. All property owned by the Galleries will be identified 
in the catalogue as “Property of Sotheby Parke Bernet Inc.” or a similar recognizable designation. in some 
cases, the prior source of property will be identified, e.g., “Property from the Estate of John Doe sold by order 
of the present owner Sotheby Parke Bernet Inc.”

This motif is enclosed in an 
ideograph called a “ya-hsing” because of its similarity to the 
modern graph “ya”, which means “inferior” or “second”. The 
meaning of the ya-hsing is not clear, but its resemblance to the 
cruciform of the Shang royal tombs may mean it symbolizes the 
world of the dead. A second theory is that it may designate a 
secondary group within the royal clan, temporarily out of power 
and therefore “inferior”. 

The second element of the inscription below the libation motif 
on the right consists of two characters, “Fu” and “Hsin”, or 
“Father Hsin”. This is the posthumous “temple name” of the an- 
cestor who was to receive the sacrifice. Such ceremonial titles 
usually combined a kinship term such as Father with the name 
of a day on which sacrifices to that ancestor were appropriate. 

The third element below the libation motif on the left appears 
tc- be a human figure carrying a club. This may be a clan emblem 
o- perhaps the designation of the occupation of the man who 
ordered the vessel to be cast, but its meaning is not explicit.

Yamantaka, the Conqueror 
of the Lord of Death, is the ferocious manifestation of Manjusri, 
the God of Wisdom. According to legend, when Yama, the God 
of Death, was ravaging Tibet, the people called on Manjusri for 
help. He assumed this fierce form and conquered Yama, whom 
ne subjugated and made Regent of Hell. Yamantaka is wotr- 
shipped as the Tutelary Diety of the Ge-lug-pa Sect. For a further
